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lowing ARTICLES were ſubmitted, 
by the Court of Aſſiſtants, to a General 
Court, held for that Purpoſe at the 
Armory-Houſe, on the 6* Day of 
March, 1782, when the ſame were ap- 
proved, and declared to be the Rules, 
and Orders, thereof, 


ARTICLE I. 
18 AT this Company be governed 
by a Court of Aſſiſtants, conſiſt- 
ing of a Preſident, Vice-Preſident, 
Treaſurer, the Right Honourable the 
Lord Mayor, the Aldermen, and She- 
riffs, of the City of London, for the 
Time being; twenty-four elective Aſſiſ- 
tants, and thoſe who are now honorary 
Aſſiſtants by Vote of General Court for 
eminent Services, or otherwiſe. 


ARTICLE II. 


That noPerſon in future be admitted 


an honorary Member of the Court of 
Aſſiſtants.

Sompany, the Names of four Gentle- 
meg, to which the Court of Aſſiſtants 
may add twelve other Names; and 
theſe, comʒunctively, ſhall be returned to 
the General Court for the Election of 
twenty-four Gentlemen to ſerve on the 
Court of Aſſiſtants for the Year enſuing. 
And, if any ſix Members be deſirous 
to make any Alteration in the Civil, or 
Military, Appointment of Qfficers, or 
Servants,/of the Company, a\Liſt of 
Nameg for ſuch Alteration, ſigned by 
them, ſhall be delivered to the Clerk 
e ſame Time as the foregoing. 


ARTICLE VI. 


That no ſpecial General Court be 
held but by Order of the Court of 
Aſſiſtants, unleſs, upon Application, for 
that Purpoſe, of Thirty Members of this 
Company, in writing, addreſſed to the 
ſaid Court, it ſhall refuſe, or neglect, to 
comply therewith within fourteen Days 
from the Date of ſuch Requiſition, 
then the ſaid Thirty Members ſhall 
have Power to appoint a Day for

thatPurpoſe; and, when fifty Members 
are aſſembled, (the whole Company 
having been ſummoned at leaſt ſeven 
Days prior to ſuch Meeting,) they may 
proceed to Buſineſs; and all Acts of 
ſuch ſpecial General Court, hall be 
deemed lawful, and binding. 


ARTICLE VII. 


That, for preſerving due Decorum in 
the Proceedings and Deliberations of the 
General Courts, the Preſident, Vice- 
Preſident, Treaſurer, and Field-Officers, 
ſhall preſide, according to Rank; in 
their Abſence, the ſenior Alderman pre- 
ſent; and, if none of the above attend, 
the Court ſhall chooſe a Chairman. That 
no Perſon be permitted to ſpeak to one 
Queſtion more than twice, unleſs called 
upon to explain. All Motions to be 
delivered to the Chairman, in writing, 
and decided by the holding up of Hands, 
unleſs, on a previous Motion, it beagreed 


to determine any particular Queſtion by

That 
no Buſineſs be permitted at tlie annual 
General Court, after the Ballot is com- 
menced, except the Declaration.

ARTICLE XV. 

That, if any Member, of what De- 
ſcription ſoever, be refractory, quar- 
relſome, a Promoter of Diſſenſion, a 
profane Swearer, or addicted to Ga- 
ming, or be guilty of any Act, which 
affects the Peace, Honour, and Proſpe- 
rity, of the Company, the Court of Aſſiſ- 
tants, on Proof thereof, are hereby em- 
powered, according to the Offence, to 
cenſure, fine, or expel, him ; ſubject 
to an Appeal to a General Court. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
That whoerer is elected Clerk, or 


Collector, or appointed to any other 
Place

Place of Truſt, ſhall, within one Month 
after his Election, give ſuch Security, 
as the Court of Aſſiſtants think proper : 
That the Accompts of the Company be 
audited, at leaſt once a Year, to Mi- 
chaelmas ; and the State thereof reported 
to the annual General Court in Novem- 
ber following. 


ARTICLE XVII. 


That the Court of Aſſiſtants be em- 
powered to fine, ſuſpend, or diſplace, 
any of the Servants of the Company 
who ſhall miſbehave, or neglect, their 


Duty, and ſhall report the ſame to the 


next General Court, 


ARTICLE XVIII. 


That the Court of Aſſiſtants be em- 
powered to make any Rules, or Orders, 
they ſhall ſee neceſſary, which are not 


repugnant to the Orders of a General 
Court.

That the military Committee, under 
the Authority aforeſaid, do regulate the 
Exerciſe, and Duty, of the Battalion, 
Muſic, Drums, and Fifes, the iſſuing 
of Ammunition, Impoſition of Fines 
on Defaulters, granting Furloughs, and 
all other military Affairs. 


ARTICLE XXI.

That in Caſes of public Emergency, 
the Court of Aſſiſtants may aſſemble 
without Summons, and when five are 
met, they are empowered to iſſue ſuch 
Orders to the Members as appear pro- 
per, for putting the Company in Condi- 
tion to offer their Service to the Civil 
Magiſtracy.
